Personal 
Income Up 
in Arkansas 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) — 


Personal income in Arkansas in 
1962 rose to an estimated new 
high of $2,700,000,000 in 1962, the 
University of Arkansas' Bureau of 
Business and Economic Research 
said today. 


The figure is more than seven 


per cent above the 1961 total per- 
sonal income figure. 


The average rate of income 


growth from 1957 to 1961 was five 
per cent, the bureau said. 


Manufacturing employment con- 


tinued to expand at a faster pace 
than other types of non-farm jobs, 
the preliminary report said. High- 
er pay and increased employment 
produced a substantial rise in the 
state's total non-farm earnings. 


The report said final data pro-

1963. 


So such new and far-reaching 


questions as medical care and ed- 
ucation aid probably will be set- 
tled next year: 
. Even Kennedy seems dubious of 
the chances this year. 


Just because he does he is not 


apt to fight any harder for them 
in 1963 than in 1962. And last year 
his efforts were something less 
than spectacular. 


In 20 years in Washington this 


writer cannot recall any president 
who, 
before a Congress even met, 


still reluctant. 


But for this he has Masons, al- 


though they may not please every 
one. 


They can be put together from 


what he said in his hour-lung tel- 
evision interview last month and 
what was told reporters covering 
his Christmas vacation at Palm 
Beach.

Congress May

88th Congress—opening Wednes- 
day—will be no ball of fire. 


There are two simple reasons: 
1. Congress will stay conserva- 


tive unless scorched by presiden- 
tial heat or urgent necessity, like 
a bad economic slump. 


2. President Kennedy won't ap- 


ply the torch. He wants to be nice 
with Congress. 


There will be the usual bicker- 


seemed so passive, even negative 
about his programs as Kennedy 
does this year. 


Congress has been conservative 


without interruption, and this goes 
for both parties, since it passed 
the last piece of New Deal legisla- 
tion, the Wage-Hour Lav/, in 1938. 


Since then it has moved in ex- 


traordinary and far-ranging ways 
in foreign affairs and defense. But 
it has only inched along on do- 
mestic problems. 


A good example of the prevail- 


ing conservative mood is the rum- 
pus over the House Rules Com- 
mittee. This group generally can 
keep the full House from voting 
a bill by simply not letting it out 
of the committee for House action. 


However, a bill could be forced 


out of the Rules Committee if a 
majority of the House approved. 
Or under a little-used calendar 
Wednesday rule, committee chair- 
men could call up committee-ap- 
proved bills on Wednesdays of 
each 
week 
without 
clearing 


through the rules group. 


But since such moves are al- 


most never made on controversial 
legislation, particularly of the lib- 
eral kind, it's fairly apparent the 
rest of the House shares the com- 
mittee's conservatism. 


In 1961 Kennedy won—but only 


by a squeak and after a tremen- 
dous House struggle—a fight to 
liberalize hte committee by en- 
larging it from 12 to 15 members. 


The committee goes back to its 


original 12-man size this year un- 
less the House once again wants 
to keep it at 15. This fight starts 
on opening day. 


Kennedy is worried his pro- 


grams wilt bo' blocked unless the 
committee is kept at 15.

Denies Loop

"I'm not so naive, however," 


said Foss, "to think that in any 
league of this kind, with so many 
players, that there may not be a 
few boys who would have some 
contact or association with peopla 
who might be considered tainted, 


"All you have to do," continued 


Foss, "is bump into the wrong 
kind of person on the street, lei 
someone stretch a point, and they 
will say you're associating with 
him. We're always on the lookoul 
in such a matter, but there's been 
no contact by government bodies 
and as far as the league knows 


there's no cause 
for any 
con- 


tact." 


Foss stepped into the situation 


that first flared Friday and since 
has produced little fire but much 
smoke after 
newspaper reports 


linked the AFL with the same ru- 
mors of belting coups and point- 
shaving that originally hit the

Insists Law 
Was Obeyed 


OXFORD, Miss. (AP)—Answer 


ing charges by Atty. Gen. Robert 
F, Kennedy, Chancellor John D. 
Williams of the University of Mis- 
sissippi says the school has obeyed 
all federal orders since its de- 
segregation crisis last fall. 


Williams said no complaint had 


been made by an official repre- 
senting the Justice 
Department 


when he conferred at length with 
university officials last week. 


Kennedy's criticism of univers- 


ity officials came after James H. 
Meredith said Monday he would 
withdraw .from the university un- 
less the situation changes. Mer- 
edith, 29, is the first Negro know- 
ingly admitted to the university. 


Meredith , Who distributed 
a 


statement at a news conference 
in his dormitory apartment, didn't 
say what changes' he had in mind. 
But he told newsmen he felt he 
had to have a "situation more con- 
ducive to learning." 


A little later Kennedy issued a 


statement in Washington in which 
he called on university officials 
to take appropriate steps to make 
it possible for Meredith to con- 
tinue in school. 


For the first month after Mer- 


edith's court-ordered enrollment 
he was subjected to frequent ha- 
rassment by students. University 
officials then cracked down and 
threatened expulsion of any stu- 
dents guilty of conduct "not con- 
ducive to study." 


Since then, Meredith has gone 


largely unnoticed on- the campus 
although most students have re- 
fused to associate with him. How- 
ever, when word spread on the 
campus of his possible withdraw- 
al, a group of about 500 hjssed 
him outside his dormitory. 


In his statement, Kennedy saicb 
"Many members of the faculty 


have made an effort in the high- 
est tradition of their profession to 
obey the court's orders and assist 
Mr. Meredith in getting an educa- 
tion, but it is true that a number 
of officials charged with the ad- 
ministration; oD tihel university* ha,vd 
not met their responsibilities. 


"It is incumbent upon them and 


state law enforcement officials to 
make it possible for Mr. Meredith 
to continue his education without 
Interruption." 


Kennedy added that Meredith is 


"as free to leave the school as he 
was to enter it." 


In New York, a spokesman for 


the National Association for the 
Advancement' of Colored People 
said the possibility that Meredith 
might withdraw from the univer- 
sity would not lessen1 efforts to 
desegregate the school. 


The spokesman said efforts soon 


will be made to integrate the Uni- 
versities of Alabama and South 
Carolina. He would not say how 
many 'Negro students may be in- 
volved. 


Chancellor Williams said the ad- 


ministration 
and faculty 
"have 


done all that was responsible and 
proper to insure the best possible 
education for all students. 


"Since the court order was is- 


sued, not one directive has been 
received from the federal courts 
the military authorities, the U.S. 
marshals or the Justice Depart- 
ment in this connection except for 
one football game to be removed 
from the campus, which was done. 
All reasonable suggestions have 
been followed'." 


Meredith said he planned to re- 


main at Ole Miss at least through 
the end of final examinations, 
which begin Jan. 18 and end Jan. 
22. Registration for the spring 
semester is Jan. 31-Feb, 2. 


Meredith has been rumored to 


be in academic trouble since he 
started classes at Mississippi. At 
one point he acknowledged a need 
for tutors to help his grades. 


University students must make 


at least a 2.0 grade average—a 
"D"—or face probation status. If 
they fail to make at least an "E". 
or 1.0, average, they face almost 
automatic expulsion.
